Buffalo Bill Makes Charges Against 
Wife in Deposition for Divorce. 
Objected to His Guests. ;

Russia is officially declared to be ab- 
solutely false. No such measure has 
even been contemplated, it being con- 
sidered quite unnecessary. 

Thevauthorities express the great- 
est satisfaction with the internal situ- 
ation af the empire. The hearty pa- 
triotic response which the war with 
Japan has met with in parts of Russia

All the reports received by the Min- 
istry of the Interior indicate that the 
critics of the government, instead of 
profiting by the war, have been com- 
pletely disarmed.

HINESE CHEAP LABOR. 

South Africa is just now having a 
taste of a problem that has played a 
great part in the history of Califor- 
nia, namely, the question of “Chinese 
cheap labor.” Those who have. been 
in this State for twenty-five years or 
thereabouts, have a vivid recollection 
of the antics of Denis Kearney, and 
his parrot-like cry, “The Chinese must 
go,” which resulted, ultimately, in 
the framing of the Chinese Exclusion 
Act. That Kearney 


a vote that was taken throughout the 
State and which resulted in an over- 
whelming and almost unanimous 
voice against Chinese immigration. 
Whether or not another election of 
the kind would result in the same way 
today is a question that admits of 
doubt. ' 


In South Africa they are at present 
confronted with the same problem. 
On Monday there was a debate in the 
English House of Commons, which 
lasted all day. The debate was on 
the proposal to censure the govern- 
ment for approving the ordinance al- 
lowing importation of Chinese labor 
into the Transvaal. The government 
won by a small majority, the vote 
standing 299 to 242, but it was a 
close shave, and the government 
“whips” hai to hurry supporters of 
the ministry from all parts of Great 
Britain and Ireland. One member, 
who has always been a consistent 
supporter of the government, declared 
that he believed the importation of 
Chinese labor would render the Trans- 
vaal impossible as a white man’s 
country. The question of Chinese la- 
bor in South Africa was also de- 
bated on the same day in the House of 
Lords, the discussion occupying the 
entire session. 

The reason for the importation of 
Chinese into South Africa is that the 
owners of great gold mines there find 
it impossible to obtain a sufficient 
supply of reliable labor, at a price 
which they are willing to pay. The 
Kaffirs, who have hitherto been de- 
pende upon, have shown an indispo- 
sition for hard manual labor, espe- 
cially since the war. mines of 
the Transvaal, While immense in the 
size of the deposits, are com para- 
tively low grade, and the owners can- 
not afford to pay the high wages that 
are current in American mining dis- 
tricts. Consequently, they are con- 
fronted by a serious problem. 

This labor problem is one which the 
United States is likely to be called 
upon to meet, before long, in our ori- 
ental possessions. The Filipinos, like 
almost all other inhabitants of the 
Pacific islands, are, in the main, an 
easy-going race of people, who do not 
see the object of working after they 
have satisfied their simple wants, and 
in that prolific climate, where nature 
has been so bountiful, those wants 
may be satisfied with scarcely any 
labor at all. Hence, some who have 
investigated the possibilities and pros- 
pects of the islands believe that no 
development work, on a large scale, 
can successfully be carried out with- 
out the importation of labor—in all 
probability from China. 

This labor question is not an easy 
one to solve. On the other hand there 
are many promising branches of in- 
dustry that cannot be successfully 
prosecuted without low-priced labor.

To 
be generous with other people's 
money is not so beautiful, but it is 
easier. 

(5.) In the transaction of business 
it is best and safest to observe busi- 
ness principles, and not to take too 
much for granted. Some persons in 
Riverside are in a position te appre- 
ciate this truism more fully today 
than they were able to do four or five 

(¢6.) The Riverside affair has 
furnished a new illustration of the 
shortsightedness of hastily condemn- 
ing and attempting to cry down .a 
newspaper which, in the discharge of 
its duty toward the public, exposes 
wrong and pillories wrongdoers.

He delivered his strong pe- 
riods with the fire of earnestness and 
great power of expression, and held the 
closest attention of his audience. He 
received personal congratulations from 
many at the close of the service. 

“The Prophets were political orators,” 
said Dean Wilkins. “If Isaiah, Amos 
and Hosea were living today they 
would probably put themselves in peril 
by making inflammatory political 


speeches. 

“Religion and civics have stood side 
by side from the ning. They inter- 
sect and intermingle; they go together 
necessarily. In things temporal reli- 
gion is dependent upon state; in 
things mora) and spiritual the state is 
dependent upon religion. 4 
“We have grown great a nation 
not by disregarding, but my conserving 
spiritual agencies and interests; reli- 
gion is not simply a fashion with us— 
it is a fixed and vital force. In order 
to dispense with religion we should 
have to change the whole structure of 
our national life, and provide a new 
plan for all our political institutions; 
to repudiate and reverse every chapter 
of our past history. 
“Two-thirds and more, of the signers 
of the Declaration of Independence were 
not only Christian men, but members 
of the church of our love and faith. 
“The ‘amusement of going without 
religion,’ as some one has phrased it, 
has proven disastrous to every country 
that has engaged in that ‘amusement.’ 
“It is easy to say that politics cannot 
be conducted on the plane of saintli- 


monumental failure; but to argue that 
therfore religious influence in politics 
should be decried—that there is no con- 
nection between religion and civics—is 
— error of the gravest possible char - 
acter. 

“To expect saintly litical candil- 
dates and methods at all times were a 
dream whose realization is still among 
the mists and shadows of the remote 
future, but because such a measure of 
virtue may not be reasonably expected 
now, it does not follow that we should 
put aside all standards of moral excel- 
lence and give our politics over to the 
slums, the saloons, the anarchists, the 
deceived and misied 


bear watching. 

“Many Christian men seem to think 
that in order to be sincere and consist- 
ent we must put off our religion like a 
garment when we have duties of citi- 
zenship to perform; nothing could be 
more false or mischievous. 

“The issues involved in politics, in 
municipal affairs, for the most part 
relate to matters which are constantly 
engaging our attention as a church. 
We have no right to divorce our citizen- 
Ship from our religion—to be less vir- 
tuous when we vote than when we 
pray. Too many of us seem to think 
that so far as political struggles are 
concerned. We are like those to whom 
Jahaziel cried: ‘Ye shall not need to 
fight in this battle; set yourselves, 
stand ye still, and see the salvation of 
the Lord.“
